As Mr. John A. Sinclair was Superintendent of Schools 
during the school year 1946-1947, there is very little that I 
can say about that period of time. My remarks will have 
to do with the present school year. 

I have attempted to become acquainted with as many peo- 
ple in Webster as possible during the short period that I 
have been Superintendent and hope to know more people as 
times goes on. It is of the utmost importance that the teach- 
ers (I consider myself a special teacher) get to know the 
parents so that we may work together. There are three im- 
portant agencies in the community which should work to- 
gether in the wholesome development of young people, name- 
ly,—the school, the church and the home. It is very neces- 
sary that these three agencies should cooperate to the high- 
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est degree. When they do not, the ones who suffer most 
are the children. 

The people in Webster should consider some sort of a | 
building program, whether it be a central school for the town 
of Webster or participation in a co-operative school district. 
The Putney Hill school is quite crowded and the room is too 
small to allow any activity other than work at the desks. It 
would seem that the logical thing to do would be to build a 
two class room building with provision for preparation of 
hot lunches. If there were a movable partition between the 
two class rooms, they could be used as an auditorium or town 
meeting place. | 

It has been very pleasant to work with the Webster 
School Board, teachers and town people, and I have had a 
very agreeable introduction to my new work.
